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Report of the Librarian 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DEC. 31, 1918. 


One hundred thirty-one books were added during the year. 
Of these, fourteen were gifts. The general circulation has been 
about the same as last year, but that at East Rindge has been 
better than for a number of years. We have not been able to 
keep count of all the books let out in that village, so that the total 
circulation as given in my report is considerably lower than it 
should be, but in other respects the new system works well. 


Two boxes of books have been collected and sent away for 
the camp libraries. The Red Cross has continued to meet in the 
art-room; and all available space in the library has been devoted to 
war bulletins and posters, and conservation leaflets. 


The Youth’s Companion, Outlook, Modern Priscilla, Union 
Signal, and McCall’s have been given or loaned by friends of the 
library. 

Two ancient bullet moulds were given to the museum by Mr. 
Arthur Wellington, and a copy of the Rindge Evening Journal, 
published in 1861, ‘“‘a very eventful period in the world’s history.” 
was given by Miss Ware.

FOR THE YEAR ENDING DEC. 31, 1918 


Whole number of books circulated, eight hundred and twenty- 
tine (829.) Of this number sixty-nine were from the Ingalls 
library, and circulated through the Branch Library. 


The different classes stand as follows, Fiction, 520; Sociology, 
51; Useful Arts, 34; Fine Arts, 16; Poetry, 35; Natural Science, 15 
Philology, 18; Travels, 11; Biography, 29; Modern History, 16; 
Religion, 15; General work, 10; Unbound Magazines, 45; Juvenile, 
238; Miscellaneous, 13. 


Through the continued interest, and kindness of Miss Ware 
about seventy-five new books have been added during the year. 
Among them are a number, which are of practical use to mothers 
and teachers in training children under their care. Nearly one 
hundred books were taken from the Library dnd sent to Camp 
Libraries for the boys in service. 


School district No. 3 make very good use of the Library.

Library. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Rindge: 


The Report for the Ingalls Memorial Library for the year 
1918 can be very brief. The circulation here, as at the West 
Rindge Branch, shows a decided decrease, owing largely to the 
War demands which have left little time for leisure. Rather more 
books than usual have been added, a few gifts have been made to 
the Museum, and the Art Room has continued to be the centre 
for the Red Cross work. It was always the wish of Mr. Wallace 
that this Room should be used as a community Centre for the 
‘Town, and the ‘Trustees feel that in the establishment of the Red 
Cross work in this room, they have carried out the desire of the 
generous founder. As repairs are constantly needed, and new 
books always to be supplied, we ask for the appropriation from 
the Town of $300. in addition to the interest on the Town Note.

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Report of the Superintendent of 
Schools 


To the School Board of Rindge:- 


I submit herewith my first annual report, the fifteenth of the 
series under district supervision. 


Much of my time during the half year I have been with you 
has necessarily been taken in attending to the routine work and in 
getting acquainted with your school conditions. ‘This report will 
be limited to recording certain things which ought to find a place 
in every school report and to making a few specific suggestions. 


At the opening of the school year new teachers were placed in 
all the schools except West Rindge where Miss Counihan has con- 
tinued the excellent work that she did last year. This is, I am 
sure, one of the best rural schools in this section of the state. The 
work has been well done and there appears to be the pleasant re- 
lation between pupils and teacher that is so much to be desired. 
In this school the problem of supervised play, also, seems to have 
been successfully worked out. 


The two schools at the Center under Miss Rollins and Miss 
Buxton have also made a good showing. ‘The work of the grammar 
grades has been exceptionally good. ‘The pupils appear to have a 
thorough understanding of their work and a desire to advance. 
The primary school has been small in numbers and has fallen off 
since the school was closed on account of the influenza. ‘The re- 
maining pupils lack something of the inspiration of numbers, but 
Miss Buxton has been doing conscientious work and the results 
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of the last few weeks have been more pleasing than was the case 
during the first term. 


' In both the Cénter schools the teachers have actively taken 
hold of the matter of supervised play which is to-day animportant 
part of every well organized school. 


The school at East Rindge has enrolled 13 pupils in grades 
one, three, five, six and eight. ‘This school was taught until 
January 2lst by Miss Hazel Wetherbee, a graduate of Keene 
Normal, who has had one year’s experience in the schools of New- 
port. Believing her to be better fitted for primary school work 
entirely than for a mixed school of several grades, with your per- 
mission, I transferred her to the new primary room in East Jaffrey, 
and Miss Grace Coggins of Keene is to take up the work in this 
school in February. 


Last spring a small school was opened in the camp at Hubbard 
Pond. Several more pupils were present to begin the work in 
September and Miss Mabel L. Story was secured as teacher and 
a school of eight pupils has been taught in one of the company’s 
camps. ‘This little school has done excellent work. At the end 
of the present school year the work at this camp will probably be 
completed and this schoo] will not be needed another year. 


In spite of the fact that the primary school at the Center is so 
small I hesitate to recommand combining .the two schools for 
another year. I think the lower grades need all the individual 
attention they are now receiving which they could not have if 
combined with the higher grades, and in order to properly fit the 
grammar grades for high school work they, too, need as much 
attention as one teacher can give them. 


In common with other New Hampshire, and in fact practically 
all New England localities, the Rindge schools lost considerable 
time on account of the epidemic of influenza. East Rindge was 
more fortunate than the rest of the town and Jost less than two 


(eb i | 
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- weeks. After Christmas West Rindge suffered a second time and 
is now behind the schedule of the rest of the town. - 


With the exception of the Hubbard Pond school, which can 
be closed permanently in June I recommend the continuance of 
the schools throughout the town as now constituted. They are 
all good schools. well equipped, and do not have the disadvantages 
to contend with that we find in the manufacturing centers, and 
are a distinctly higher type than the average run of schools in 
rurai communities. 


The total enrollment of your schools is not large and the 
amount of supplies needed for another year will be moderate. 
‘They are fairly well supplied with text books. From time to time 
we need to add a few, but under the present price of books I shall 
not advocate buying any more heavily than necessary. Another 
year will doubtless see books and supplies at more nearly their 
normal price. | 


There seems to be no reason to consider shortening the school 

year aS has been suggested in the past. Thirty-six weeks is short 
enough and I do not see how the year could be shortened much 
without somewhat lowering the standard of work. 


In closing I wish to thank the citizens for the support they 
have given me, the school board for their help and co-operation; 
and the teachers for their loyalty and good-will. It is only as we 
all work together that the best results can be obtained.
